Pin Money Thieves Rob Another 
Nine Homes in Ardmore Section; 
Noiv Its In Lower Merion Tivp. 



Pin money thieves robbed an- 
other nine homes in the Ardmore 
section early last Friday morning. 

But this time the nine homes 
were on Grandview Rd. on the 
Lower Merion Township side. 

Lower Merion police estimated 
they took a little more than $100 
in cash in the nine robberies. 

This was better than double 
what they took when on early 
Thanksgiving morning, during a 
wind and rain storm, nine homes 
in the Ardmore section of Haver- 
ford Township were robbed. Hav- 
erford Township police at that 
time estimated they took about 
$50.50 in cash. 

Both Lower Merion and Haver- 
ford detectives are under the be- 
lief that the robberies were com- 
mitted by the same persons. In 
both series of robberies the same 
method of breaking and entering 
was used and apparently the rub- 
ber are onlv interested in cash. 

Picking out home in the one 
hundred block of Grandview Rd., 
the robbers overlooked valuable 
pieces of silverware and family 
heirlooms. 

First reported by F. A. Keyser, 
a newcomer to the section, the 
robberies are believed by Lower 
Merion police to have occurred 
sometime between 2 and 5 A. M. 
The police were notified by Key- 
ser about 5.45 A. M. 

The home, entered by kitchen 
windows in most cases, were:

In the Hewitt home, the thieves 
entered through the kitchen win- 
dow. They took nothing and miss- 
ed valuable Christmas- presents 
and a pocketbook containing a 
large sum of money which was 
in the living room. The family sil- 
verware was also overlooked. 

Entering the Reiss home through 
a back kitchen window, the 
thieves made oil with over $100, 
a wallet a.nd a fountain pen. 
Missing an envelop containing $50 
in a suit coat pocket, another 
fountain pen and money in a 
pocketbook. the culprits .searched 
the entire downstairs, leaving open 
drawers in their wake. 

Credit papers for Washington 
stores' were the only items taken 
from the Donaldson residence, 
by way of a window off file back 
porch ' and again passed up sil- 
verware. 

An open back kitchen window 
in the Kevser home provided the 
entrance for the robbers. Pick- 
ing up a. small cash register bank 
on their way, the thieves ran- 
sacked the downstairs of the 
house. Missing the silverware and

Ask Residents To 
Help Trap Rabbits 

Mrs. Ellen A. Dietrich 
Says 40,000 Were 
Obtained Last Year 

Box traps are again being used 
for catching rabbits alive in gar- 
dens, nurseries and other non- 
hunting areas. Winter is the time J 
of year when rabbits can be trap- j 
ped; and. through cooperation j 
with the Pennsylvania Game > 
Commission, are transported to 
open spaces where they will not 
damage trees, shrubs or crops. 
Next year they will provide in- 
creased hunting for the small 
game season. 

The Game Commission provides 
the traps without cost and pays 
50 cents for eacli rabbit turned 
over to a Commission representa- 
tives. Ellen A. Dietrich, 1141 
Roosevelt Drive, Upper Darby, Is 
chairman of publicity. 

Regarding the trapping program 
Mrs. Dietrich declared: 

-Last year over 40,000 rabbits 
were trapped by sportsmen, Boy 
Scouts and others who cooperated 
with game officials thorughouu 
Pennsylvania. Local groups round- 
ed up more than 1,000 rabbits 
from the Main Line and other 
territory outside of Philadelphia. 
During the past Summer there 
was a great decrease in garden. 
shrub and nursery damage in the 
localities from which rabbits had 
been removed. 

"Pennsylvania's extensive rab- 
bit trapping program was inau- 
gurated on a State-wide basis two 
years ago. Previously, approxi- 
mately 50,000 rabbits were an- 
nually purchased from Western 
states for the sportsmen of Penn- 
sylvania; but within the past few 
years it had become impossible for 
game officials to procure suffici- 
ent strong, healthy animals from 
outside the State. The Stats- 
wide trapping program, therefore, 
meets the sportsmen's need while 
at the same time affectively solv- 
ing the problem of removing 
Bre'er Rabbit from locations 
where he is a vertiable pest."

1 769 Church-School, Once Crypt, 
To Be Converted Into Museum 



Due to the efforts of St. Paul's 
Lutheran Church the old-church ■ 
school building at Argyle and 
Wynnewood Rds.. Ardmore. is be- 
ing reconditioned and its histori- 
cal value documented, so that it 
maybe preserved as an historical 
museum. 

Originally a log building built 
in. 1769 as a school dnd a church, 
tlie building was one of the four 
oldest school houses in Pennsyl- 
vania. The present building was 
erected in 1787. In 1833 another 
building was adjoined to the front 
of it and used as the church, the 
older building being kept for 
school and Sunday school. 

Then, when the fourth church 
building was finished in 1875. the 
old school was left vacant except 
for the cemetery vault under- 
neath. 

At the St. Paul's congregation 
meeting last February. Wilbur W. 



Smith, 123 Crosshill Rd.. Over- 
brook Hills, proposed to the con- 
gregation that some effort be 
made to recondition the school 
and revive its historical value. 

Members became interested in 
his proposal and in the late Sum- 
mer of last year reconditioning 
work on the old building was 
started. 

So far the building has a new 
roof and new flooring. The in- 
terior has yet to be refnaished. 

An historical society of St 
Paul's is being formed, and Smith 
has been elected temporary chair- 
man. The new society will sup- 
port the restoration program, 
gather together all records and 
documents and carry on the fu- 
ture history of the old church- 
school.

like punches. At the bell Gans 
seemed ready for the. cleaners 
But the champion's tenth round 
effort was something that will live 
forever in ring annals. He smash- 
ed back at Nelson with furious 
hooks and the Bat, bewildered, 
covered up. But when that try 
failed Gans had nothing left. He 
was on the floor twice in the 12th 
and in the 16th went to his knees 
again from a terrific smash to the 
stomach. In the 17th he was down 
twice more. Finally a cruelly pun- 
ishing right to the solar plexus 
floored him for the full count. 

Joe remains a sort of patron 
saint of ring tactics. Stressing 
polish and alertness, he met and 
beat the best of them all, Ken- 
tucky Rosebud, Dal Hawkins, Spi- 
der Kelly, Martin Judge. Spike 
Sullivan, Young Griffo, Kid Mc- 
Partland, Martin Downey, Jack 
Blackburn, Mike Twin Sullivan, 
Martin Canole, and fought draws 
with Joe Walcott, Sam Langford, 
Jimmy Britt and ended the car- 
eer of Willie Fitzgerald. Terry 
McGovern knocked him out in 
Chicago (only one to do so out- 
side of Nelson and Erne) others 
beat him on decisions but to re- 
peat, he never made a bad fight 
or a stupid one. Al Herford saw 
to that. What an epitaph for an 
epic career!

Battling Nelson Ended Career of 
Joe Gans, Skill & Speed Artist

Joe Gans was respected for his 
skill, courage and speed but he 
had a tragic end. To writers, ref- 
erees, fans, even opponents. Joe 
Gans was the Old Master. Could 
you ask for anv more in the way 
of a tribute? In that description 
the name was summed up all the 
qualities of a great champion — 
confidence, skill, speed, courage. 

In later years boxing paid him 
the unsubtle compliment of bor- 
rowing his name. There was a 
Panama Joe Gans. and an Ital- 
ians Joe G*wis, a baby joe Gans, 
and so on nauseum. They aJl took : 
his name in the hope that some | 
of his genius would come with lt.j 
But the molds weren't the same. 
There was only one. 

Gans came by most of his tal- 
ent through nature's gifts — he 
had a superlative ebony figure and 
arms and legs of steel-like strength 
and the suppleness— but he under- 
stood the scientific side better 
than any one before him or since. 

In the 15 years of his career this 
Baltimore Negro never made a bad 
fight or a stupid one. 

He could knock you out with 
a single move, recalls Arthur Suss- 
kind. better known as Young Ot- 
to. Otto today, a leading referee 
in New York State, was a famed 
one punch knock-out artist him- 
self. He broke in while Gans was 
at his peak and learned many of 
his punches direct from the old 
master. 

Blocked View Then Punched 

"One trick I'll never forget," 
Otto says, "was his jabbing, then 
opening the palm so that his glove 
blocked your view and while yon 
were trying to clear your view, and 
slamming over a right cross that 
shook you to your heels." 



An active campaigner from 
1891 to 1909. a year before his 
tragic death from tuberculosis at 
the age of 36, Gans gave probab- 
ly his finest demonstration of 
thinking ringmanship on May 
12th, 1902, at Ft. Erie. Canada 
when he won the lightweight title, 
then at 133 lbs. from Prank Erne 
in 45 seconds of the first round. 
This time incidentally, stands as 
the fastest knockout of all time in 
anv title fight. 

The simple tale was that Gans 
caught Erne off guard, got him 
angrv and wild— and finished him 
off. Joe's story of the affair in- 
dicated something else, that he. 
had coldly planned the way it. 
would happen. Here's what he 
told our good friend Michael Mur- 
phy who witnessed the fight, and 
Al Herford who was Joe's manager 
and trainer. 

"You know, I took a pretty good 
licking from Erne the first time 
we met in New York, in 1900. He 
cut my right eye. In fact it was 
knocked out of the socket and Al 
put it back and saved my sight. 
I asked the referee to stop it after 
12 rounds. But I learned a lot 
of things about Erne in that fight. 

"I learned that he always 
dropped his left before he jabbed 
or hocked and another thing, I 
learned that when he gave around, 
he only went back six to eight 
inches instead of a full step or 
two. 

"Well. I planned it out. I would 
feint him to draw the hook or jab 
and when he dropped his left or 
stepped back I would shoot over 
my own right. What he did was 
to' step back and since I knew ex- 
actly how far back he'd go I just 
aimed for the spot. He bobbed 



right into the punch." 

Called It Year Before 

Our own Mike Murphy told 
Gans at Leiperville. "Why don't 
you drop your right over Erne's 
left?" Joe just laughed and re- 
plied "I'll get him in the first." 

Some old timers to this day are 
critical of Gan's gameness. They 
seize upon the circumstances of 
the first Erne fight, and of the 23 
round knockout by George Elbows 
McFadden a year earlier as the 
last word. But they ignore far 
more significant milestones of his 
fighting days. 

For example, these sourdoughs 
don't talk about his match with 
Battling Nelson at Goldfleld, Nev- 
ada on September 3, 1906. This 
was the match arranged at a time 
when increased poundage had 
forced Ga.ns to fight as a welter- 
weight. Nelson knew that taking 
off weight was sheer torture r,o 
Gans. So his manager inserted in 
the contract a clause that the 
class limit of 133 pounds be met. 
not a few hours before, but at 
ringside. 

Were there any so called geezer 
in Gans it would have come out 
here. He could have stepped out 
gracefully, giving up tht title. He 
wasn't getting the lion's share of 
the money, anyway. But he never 
hesitated. 

They went 42 gruelling rounds 
that day and Joe retained his title 
on a foul, but he lost something 
that afternoon. Something in 
health and stamina came out of 
him. Within four years tubercu- 
losis killed him. 

Tenth Round an Epic 
Agains speaking of Gans' cour- 
age, there was the second fight 
with Nelson at San Francisco on 
July 4. 1908. In the third round 
he dumped Nelson with a crisp 
right uppercut and it continued to 
be Gans' fight through the eighth. 
In the ninth Nelson (and every- 
body else in the Arena) noticed 
Gans was beginning to tire. Bat 
waxed rougher throwing the Ne- 
gro against the ropes and batter-

Eight Caution Points To Check 
Local Winter Driving Hazards 

Winter's twin traffic trouble-makers, less visibility and poor 
traction, still spell double trouble for motorists, Superintendent 
of Police Samuel W. Gearhart said this week. He appealed for 
increased care in driving during the hazardous months of Janu- 
ary and February. 

Research by the National Safety Council shows that the 
traffic death rate last Winter was more than 50 per cent higher 
than the Summer rate in the Northern half of the U. S. Kven 
in Southern states, with no severe cold but occasional periods of 
snow and ice, the death rate for Winter months was nearly 25 per 
cent higher than that of Summer months. 

"Drivers can safeguard against the dangers of reduced visi- 
bility and inadequate traction by giving their cars the best of 
care and by operating them In the safest manner," the superin- 
tendent declared. 

Winter care includes providing anti-skid chains and main- 
taining windshield wipers, defrosters and lights in proper condi- 
tion. Safe operation means driving at reduced, controlled speeds 
and keeping an alert lookout for both expected and improper 
actions of fellow drivers, pedestrians and children who may be 
engaged in Wintertime sport. 

Superintendent Gearhart avised adherence to the following 
safe Winter driving rules, recommended by the National Safety 
Council's Committee on Winter driving hazards: 

1. ADJUST SPEED TO CONDITIONS. Be especially care- 
ful at intersections, on curves and bridges, and in school 
zones. Bridge floors may be ice coated even when paved ap- 
proach is comparatively clear. 

2. MAKE WISE USE OF CHAINS. Normal stopping dis- 
tances are lengthened three to eleven times on snow or ice. 
Anti-skid chains reduce braking distance on snow, ice 50 
per cent, get you up and down slippery hills and prevent get- 
ting stuck. 

3. KEEP YOUR BRAKES EQUALIZED. Check brakes 
periodically. Forget the notion that letting air out of your 
tires will prevent skidding. Tire chains are the most practical 
help. 

4. MAINTAIN ADEQUATE VISION. Make sure your 
windshield wipers and defrosters are in good order. Don't for- 
get the rear window when you brush off freshly fallen snow. 

5. SEE THAT YOUR LIGHTS ARE OKAY. Hours of 
darkness are still long. Some times you need lower beam head- 
lamps even in "daylight" if the atmosphere is foggy or dense. 

6. AVOID SUDDEN STARTS, STOPS AND DIREC- 
TIONAL CHANGES. Start slowly, and in second gear if with- 
out chains. Stop gradually, applying brakes lightly on-off- 
and-on. 

7. BEWARE CARBON MONOXIDE. Open garage doors 
before starting engine. Avoid running motor of stationary 
vehicle to keep warm. Fresh air is the best means of fighting 
this gas. 

8. KEEP POSTED ON WEATHER CONDITIONS. Watch 
for predictions in your local newspaper, listen for special 
warnings over your radio station.

Questions and Answers 

Q. — Are requirements for dis- 
charge in the seabees the same 
-.s in the navy? And can a seabee 
be eligible for state-wide duty be- 
fore he has achieved enough dis- 
charge points? Mrs. W. C. G., 
Diggs, Va. 

A. — Yes, point ratings in the 
.-.eabees are the same as in other 
tranches of the navy and they can 
oe assigned for duty anywhere in 
■.'.ontinental V. S. at any time. 

Q. — How many points are re- 
quired for a dischargee from the 
coast guard? Also does a man in 
the coast guard get points when 
lie. gets married V A reader, Cole- 
ridge, Neb. 

A. — As of December 11. 1945. en- 
iisted men in the coast guard are 
required to have 40 points to be- 
come eligible for discharge. To ob- 
tain the dependency points, he 
must have been married on or be- 
fore August 15. 1945. and must 
have made a financial allotment 
to his wife. 

Q. — My grandson was drowned 
in Germany alter serving over two 
years in the army. His insurance 
was made out to me. as his par- 
ents are dead and I raised him 
from the day he was born. How- 
ever, after sending m his insur- 
ance papers, the government wrote 
they didn't give it to grandmoth- 
ers. Is there anything I can do or 
anyone I could write to so I can 
get it? Mrs. C. E. H.. Hinsdale, 
111. 

A. — The veterans administration 
informs us that legally, grandpar- 
ents are not included in the range 
of kinship to whom insurance is 
payable, but in your case suggest 
that you legally establish your 
local paretnal, or that you have 
acted as parent to this boy and 
contact your nearest regional vet- 
eran administration office. Your 
local selective service board, Red 
Cross, or other service organiza- 
tion can aid you with your case. 

Q. — My boy has been in the 
South Pacific 18 months. He is on 
Titian Island. U. S. Naval base 
hospital No. 19. Navy No. 3247. 
When will he be home on a fur- 
lough?— Mrs. T. H. G.. Veronia, 
Oregon. 

A. — You do not, give sufficient 
information concerning your son's 
time in service to venture an an- 
swer. You should give his age and 
complete service record. 

Q. — Does the period a service- 
man enlists for mean anything or 
not? Our son became 18 years of 
age last January 29. He enlisted 
in the navy for the duration of 
the war and six months after, now 
he has been sent to Japan and 
that surely does not look as if he 
is to be released soon. I am par- 
ticularly concerned because he has 
another year in high school. Some 
boys in his class who entered serv- 
ice last year are back in school 
now. How can that be for one 
and not for all? Isn't the war 
over since August? Mother, Sun- 
bury, Pa. 

-A. — You are right; it does not 
look as though your son will be 
home soon. The war is not over, 
and will not be over until so de- 
clared by the President or con- 
gress. No peace treaty has been 
signed. Only the surrender of 
Japan and Germany has been 
concluded. Unless he is released 
on points before, your son is eligi- 
ble for service for six months af- 
ter formal declaration of end of 
the war is made. 

Q. — Will a veteran who draws 
the $20 a week until he draws ten 
weeks ever get a bonus? If a vet- 
eran Who is 100 per cent disabled 
should get a light job would it 
cut his pension down? Mrs. M. K., 
Carrolton. Ga. 

A. — Benefits received under the 
G.I. bill of rights will be deducted 
from any future bonus received by 
'the veteran. This does not apply, 
however, to disability payments. If 
a 100 per cent disabled veteran is 
able to hold a light job. it will not 
cut his pension, since it does not 
alter his disability rating.

Hospitalization Rules Outlined 
For Local Released Servicemen 

Listed below are a few of the more vital questions which are. 
frequently asked by veterans concerning hospitalization rules. 
The answers are submitted by officials of the Veterans' Admin- 
istration, Philadelphia Branch; 

1. As an honorably-discharged veteran of World War n, I am 
eligible for hospitalization, but what about emergencies where 
there wouldn't be time to go through regular procedure? 

In an emergency, hospital treatment may be authorized by 
contacting a Veterans' Administration Center or Hosptal. How- 
ever, if the veteran's disability is not service-connected or service- . 
aggravated, he must swear that he is financially unable to pay the 
resultant medical expenses, and facilities must be available. When 
obtaining service and medical data sufficient to show definitely 
the need for such action be furnished by the person making ap- 
plication. 

2. What about outpatient treatment? 

Outpatient treatment may be given by a VA physician or any 
licensed physician acting in an emergency. In the latter case, 
treatment may be given and request for authorization mailed, 
within 5 days after service began, to the Chief Medical Officer of 
the nearest VA Regional Office.

3. Can a veteran's dependents get medical treatment from the 
VA because they are related to him? 

No. Treatment is granted only to persons who have served in 
the armed forces.

To Vets Bedside 

Administration Plans 
New Program of 
Vocational Training 

Job counselling and pre-voca- 
tional training will be brought to 
the bedside of seriously disabled 
veterans in the 97 hospitals of the 
Veterans' Administration in an ex- 
pansion of the VA's advisement 
and giudance service, it was an- 
nounced by General Omar N. 
Bradley, Administrator of Veter- 
ans' Affairs. 

Under the program, experienced 
VA counsellors and advisors will go 
into the hospital wards and con- 
sult with veterans to assist them 
in mapping plans for future em- 
ployment, it was explained by H. 
V. Stirling, Assistant Administra- 
tor for Vocational Rehabilitation 
and Education. Where the veteran 
is not too ill and it is otherwise 
feasible, it is planned to bring 
into the hospital wards light work 
which the men can do in prepara- 
tion for the future. Such work 
will be of a type designed to speed 
their acclimation to full-time, on- 
the-job training programs after 
recovery; 

While emphasis will be placed 
upon counselling and giving pre- 
vocational training to sick and 
disabled veterans who later will 
take on-the-job training, the ser- 
vice will also be available to vet- 
erans undergoing treatment who 
plan to continue their education 
in colleges and universities after 
release from the hospital. I 

In the larger hospitals where the ! 
demand for the service is greater, 
permanent advisement units will 
be established, while in smaller 
hospitals the counsellors will be 
furnished from the nearest VA 



Regional Office, Mr. Stirling sa-io. 
More than 200 regular VA ad- 
visement centers already are in 
operation in colleges and univer- 
sities, high schools, junior colleges, 
and school districts over the coun- 
try. These centers are open to all 
veterans planning to pursue edu- 
cational courses or on-the-job 
training under the Servicemen's 
Readjustment Act of 1944 (The 
G. I. Bill of Rights), or under 
Public Law 16 for disabled veter- 
ans. Eventually more than 300 of 
these centers will be in operation, 
Mr. Stirling pointed out.

He pledges whole-hearted as- 
istance of the Veterans' Adminis- 
rction but says it is absolutely 
lccessary that communities (1) 
ibtain the unified co-operation of 
ill groups interested in helping 
he veterans, and '2) that all 
heir efforts should be focused in 
ne community center. 
"This prevents the sort of clu- 
lication ■ and competition which 
.dds up to a run-around for the ' 
eturning servicemen." writes 
ieneral Bradley. "This has the 
real advantage of giving a vet- 
ran a 'one-stop answer' to all his 
lestions. 

Need Civilian Volunteers 
"And surrounding the veterans' 
,nter. radiating out like the 
pokes of a wheel, should be the 
mes of reference to civilian vol- 
unteers who stand ready to help 
he veteran to the limits of their 
bilities. 

"Any short-memoried commun- 
ty. with citizens too busily en- 
;aged in their own peacetime 
planning to give adequate care, 
counsel, and guidance to their re- 
turning veterans, is not only mak- 
'irg trouble for itself in the fu- 
;ure, but is neglecting its own 
>riceless assets. There's a gold 
.nine ot marvelous material in 
hese young fellows." 

The general reminds communi- 
ies that model veterans' setups 
vhich functioned well during early 
"lemobilization days aren't neces- 
sarily geared to guide the mass 
volume of men now returning to 
mufti. He also cautions veterans 
f hat they must be willing to meet 
the community halfway and ex- 
presses confidence that they "will 
fully appreciate and measure up 
o hometown friendliness." 
Need Proper Guidance 
Such governmental assistance as 
hat granted under the G. I. Bill 
of Rights is fine but in General 
Bradley's opinion it only makes 
possible the jobs that must be 
done in the local community. In 
stressing the importance of proper 
guidance by home town business 
men and neighbors, he observes: 
"It is no kindness to a veteran 
to lend him money to start a busi- 
ness which is doomed to bank- 
-tiptcv and which will leave him 
heavily saddled with debt."
